Baby moons — U. S. and Rus­ 
sian — equipped with sensitive bi­ 
sti uments and radios will report 
what these hazards are, or what 
unsuspected dangers 
may exist. 
Under International Geophysical 
Year agreement, both nations are 
pledged to tell the world what 
their baby moons learn. 
Problems Anticipated 
With that knowledge, scientists 
and engineers m ight devise ma­ 
terial* and methods to safeguard 
human astronauts physically. 
Some problem* are being anti­ 
cipated, and the human capabili­ 
ties tested, though not directly for 
space travel. 
Rockets taking off from earth 
will subject occupant* to many 
times the normal pull of gravity, 
making bodies feel like lead. Ex­ 
periments show that men can ap­ 
parently tolerate this.

Send Animals First 
Artificial gravity, from centrifu 
gal spin*- :ng of the space cruiser 
could offset the no-gravity trouble 
Tests with humans can tell how 
much spinning is needed out in 
space.

are another thing. But animals are 
the first pioneers of space, going 
up aboard rockets, then parachut­ 
ing back to earth.

The picked men manning atomic 
submarines operat* under similar 
conditions, and their answer is yes 
Women might be the first choice 
because, say such psychologists, 
they can tolerate boredom and 
monotonous tasks better. Another 
suggestion is to put space crews 
Into suspended animation on long 
journeys with rpeclal drugs while 
automatic controls or signals from 
earth control the flight to Mars. 
Space Beckons 
It seems certain that the first 
astronaut* will be carefully hand­ 
picked — maybe one in thousands 
— on considerations of health, 
psychology, training and skills. 
Before they go. there are tre­ 
mendously difficult practical prob­ 
lem* U be solved. Can we devise 
the hardware — the rockets with 
.sufficient power, with sufficient and 
safe controls? 
It could all cost millions or bil­ 
lions o* dollars — and the dollars 
will come from taxpayers.
